TU E COUNTY OPTION L A W . 
There is considerable interest taken in 
the couuty option bill wbioh is now be- 
foie the legislature, and the following 
intelligent synopsis of the proposed law 
will be cf value to the readers of the Ga­ 
zette : 
Section I of the bill provides that when, 
ever any number of the qualified electors 
of any county tquai to or more than ten 
per cent of the number of votes cast at 
the last general election for governor 
shall present to the county judge a peti­ 
tion in writing eigued by them, praying 
that the electors of the county may 
haye submitted to them the question 
whether or net acy peison shall be 
licensed to deal in spirituous, malt, ar­ 
dent or intoxicating liquors or dnuks as 
a beverage, it shall be the duty of the 
judge, forthwith to make an order pro­ 
viding that such question shall be sub­ 
mitted to the voters of the county on the 
first Tuesday of April next succeeding 
the date of said order. 
Notice shall be 
given as in judicial elections. 
The ex­ 
pense cf the notice shell be borne by 
the county. 
Section 3 provides that the ballots on 
the question shall be deposited in a sep­ 
arate box and eacn shall contain the 
words "for license” or "against lnense.” 
If the majority of the votes shall be 
against license then it shall be unlawful 
for any person to deal in liquors within 
the county, in any quantity whatever and 
no license for such dealings shall be 
granted in the county. Should a major­ 
ity of the votes in the county be for li­ 
cense, it is still made unlawful to deal in 
liquors rn any town, village or city with­ 
in the county which at the election cast a 
majority of votes against license, and any 
license granted contrary to this provision 
shall be null and void.

25.—Gen. H ar­ 
rison’s last Sabbath at home before his de­ 
parture to assume the presidency was a 
notable day to the pastor and members of 
his church—tho First Presbyterian.

B e r l in , Feb. 25.—The Berlin Post re­ 
prints an article from tho Weser Zeitung 
on tho Samoan question, and remarks that 
in many respects tho views therein taken 
are correct. 
Tho article in question rejects 
the supposition that tho Government came 
to terms with America owing to Ger­ 
m any's position in regard to France, 
and 
says: 
“ Neither under tho present nor under 
any circumstances would Germany Jhavo 
risked a rupture with America for such a 
bagatelle. 
Tho Samoan white book shows 
that whenever tho actions of 
German 
officials wero repudiated it was because tho 
officials acted contrary to international 
law. 
The press criticisms evoked by tho 
white book were almost entirely directed 
against the excess of zeal displayed by tho 
German agents, who appeared to be lack­ 
ing in the statesmanlike discretion necessary 
in dealing with the situation. 
The Samoan 
reports show an endeavor to make Gorman 
annexation or protection appear necessary. ’'

consul taken rn Oro literally his instructions, 
which wero that ho should not intervene, 
but in the event of Tam ase so’s ability to 
hold his ground ho should support negotia­ 
tions between Tamaseso and Mataafa, tho 
Weser Zeitung continues:

TULARE, Cal., Feb. 25.—The robbery of 
tho Express train on tho Southern Pacific 
road Friday night and the brutal m urder 
of two of the passengers has caused intense 
excitement throughout Southern California, 
and a most determined effort is being made 
to capture tho perpetrators of tho crimo. 
No valuable clew has thus far been ob­ 
tained, however, and it is feared that tho 
robbers will escape. 
The robbery was committed near Pixley. 
As the train pulled out of that city it was 
boarded by five men, who hail given out 
that they were going on a hunting trip. 
W hen tho train had run about threo miles 
three of the men crawled over tho tender 
and, presenting rifles atjtlio engineer and 
fireman, compelled them to stop the train. 
As soon us the train came to a standstill 
John Kelley, the messenger for tho Wolls- 
Fargo express, opened the door of his car 
to see what tho trouble was. 
Ho was or­ 
dered to get back, and did so, barring tho 
door and preparing to defend himself. 
A 
little later Kelley was ordered to open the 
door. 
He refused, and a bomb was ex­ 
ploded under it. 
This alarmed tho messen­ 
ger and ho throw’ open tho door. 
One of 
tho robbers covered him with a gun and 
compelled him to open tho safe. 
After se­ 
curing what plunder they could find the 
robbers ordered tho engineer, fireman and 
messenger to turn their backs to them, and 
as they did so tho fellows di sa pp ja r cd in 
the darkness. 
After the disappearance of tho robbers it 
was found that Charles Gabet and a de­ 
puty constable named Delano, 
who had 
descended from the train to see what was 
going on, were shot and killed. 
As soon as tho report of tho robbery had 
reached this place a special car with a 
dozen officers set out for tho scene. 
A pool 
of fresli blood was found where one of the 
unfortunate men met his death. 
There 
were indications that horses had been a t­ 
tached to a telegraph i>olo near wtiero tho 
crimo was committed and it is believed that 
tho robbers were mounted. 
Twq tramps, who were found near tho 
scene bf the tragedy, said that they saw' 
and talkt'd with two men who boarded tho 
train at Pixley. 
They were both heavily 
armed, but said they were out hunting 
jack-rabbits. 
They disappeared 
on tho 
train and were not seen by tho tram ps 
again until tho eating-station, about threo 
miles out, was reached. 
Here a third man 
sprung from the bushes and mounted tho 
engine. 
Owing to the confusion that fol­ 
lowed tho tram ps claim that they can not 
toll what happened or how many bandits 
there woro. 
A m an who was riding on tho baggage 
car said: 
“ When the train slacked up 
just beyond Pixley I discovered th at there 
was trouble and jumped off. 
When they 
commenced shooting I ran and j untied a 
wire fence and lay down in a field near by. 
I heard some one say: 
‘My God! 
la m 
killed!’ 
The shooting occurred and then I 
heard an explosion of some kind. 
When 
tho robbers had gone I slipped out and got 
among tho passengers. 
One man who was 
shot had his side torn all to pieces with 
buckshot. 
The train backed up to Pixley, 
when one of the passengers claimed he saw 
a man fall at a distance from tho track. 
Tho train went back and we searched for 
tho man. 
Wo soon b und him. 
Ho had 
evidently been instantly kille I. 
The shot 
entered near the temple. 
Ho had a ticket 
in his pocket for Poso. ” 
The officials of tho road say that only 
$300 was secured by tho robbers, but some 
of the trainmen aro reported to have given 
out that between $50,000 and $00,OOO was 
obtained. 
A lot of horses havo been 
shipped to Pixley and over two hundred 
men aro searching tho country for tho 
bandits. 
L ater—A dispatch received fromBaker- 
field says that tho robbers havo been over­ 
taken by the officers who went in pursuit, 
and one of tho former was killed and one 
ca ptured alive. 


|Ai>’OTED OUTLAW CAPTURED. 


E d M cM eriot, ‘K in]; of th e M oonshiners,* 
C aught A fter a D esp erate F ig h t. 
L ittle R ock:, A rk., Feb. 25.—Word 
Alas received hero this morning that Ed­ 
ward McMeriot, known as the “King of 
tho Moonshiners,” had been captured on 
Brush creek, Searcy county, after a des­ 
perate fight with a sheriff’s posse. 
Mc­ 
Meriot camo to this Stato from Tennessee 
eight or ten years ago, and in the period 
named has beon running illicit stills in the 
mountain fastness of northern Arkansas. 
Ho has been repeatedly arrested, but has 
always escaped, on one of two occasions 
breaking jail or overpowering tho guards. 
Not long ago Constable Lawson attem pted to 
arrest him, but McMeriot got the drop on 
him and the officer was forced to plead for 
his life. 
Yesterday Sheriff Lawrence and 
Officers Lawson, Drake, and W right fol­ 
lowed McMeriot to a house which ho mado 
a rendezvous for certain of his followers. 
McMeriot appeared in tho doorway and 
responded to tho demand “ to throw up 
his hands” by firing a pistol at Lawson 
and retreating into the house. 
The officers 
bombarded the dwelling, sending volloy 
after volley from shotguns and W inchester 
rifles through tho doors and windows. 
McMeriot ran out and attempted to roach 
a thicket of underbrush, but tho officers 
followed, firing after him as ho ran. 
He 
showed fight to the last, shooting several 
times at the posse, and ) dding only when 
his pistol was shot from his hand and his 
body punctured with buckshot. 
He was 
carried to the Yellville jail, where threo 
physicians] were employed for somo hours 
extracting shot anil dressing tho wounds. 
‘It is said lie will recover. 
None of the posse was fatally wounded. 
Tho fight was the most bitter that ever oc­ 
curred in the mountain regions. 
Tho 
officers claim that the capture of McMeriot 
will bl eak up the moonshiners in that sec­ 
tion, he being a recognized leader. 


T hieves Invade 
th e In te rn a l R evenue 
D ep artm en t and Secure OM,OOO. 
W ashington, Fob. 25.—There is consid­ 
erable excitement just now in tho Treasury 
Department, where, it is asserted, another 
robbery has occurred. 
It is said that Tuesday, wheu tho con­ 
tents of the vault which contained the 
internal-revenue stamps were examined, 
tho vault’s appearance was such as to ex­ 
cite suspicion; that a great hubbub there­ 
upon occurred in the internal-revenue of­ 
fice, and more particularly in the stamp 
division; that a more thorough investiga­ 
tion revealed tho fact that tobacco stamps 
to tho value of some $4,000 had been stolon. 
Tho complex system of checks and counter­ 
checks, count and recount of theso stamps, 
both as regards those shipped away and 
those remaining on hand, is thought suffi­ 
cient to preclude the possibility that the 
missing stamps have beon either lost or 
mislaid. 
As tho stamps can l>o readily sold 
at an exceedingly small discount by tho 
thieves, tho amount taken represents tho 
same amount of money as their face value. 
As soon as it was ascertained that tho 
missing stamps had not been temporarily 
mislaid, but had evidently l>een taken with 
felonious intent, orders were issued to delay 
the departure of certain employos, who 
were subjected to a personal search. 
Even 
theso heroic measures, it appears, failed to 
afford any clew, either to tho missing 
stamps or the identity of tho thieves; and 
down to date no clow to tho lost or stolen 
property has been discovered. 
Tho ad­ 
ministration of tho internal revenue office 
of tho treasurer by Commissioner Joseph 
H. S. Miller, and Chief Clerk John D. Bid- 
dis has hitherto been looked ujxm as one of 
tho most satisfactory in tho treasury de­ 
partment, but it is now charged by those 
who should possess acerate knowledge in 
the premises that this is not the first theft 
of the kind perpetrated in this bureau, and 
that revenue stamps to the valuo of some 
$2,(JOO were abstracted some months ago, 
but tho m atter was carefully and suc­ 
cessfully hushed up.

W ashington, Feb. 25.—The report of 
the director of the mint for 188b shows 
that the gold product of the United States 
for the year was 1,841,627 ounces, valued 
at $33,175,000, and of silver 45,783,632 
lino ounces of tho commercial value of 
about $13,000,000 ami 
of 
tho .coining 
valuo of $50,105,000. 
In addition some 
10,000,000 ounces of silver were extracted 
in the United States from foreign ores and 
bullion, 
principally Mexican. 
The total 
refined product of tho United States was 
in gold 1,777,877 fine ounces, and of silver 
53,128,698 fine ounces. 
The average price 
of silver during the year was about 94 
cents.

Brooklyn, N. Y,, Feb. 25. —The audience 
that crowded the immense auditorium of the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle and tho adjoining 
locture-room and parlors Sunday united in 
singing: 
“Son of my soul, thou Savior dear, 
It is not night if thou be near.” 
Dr. Talmage preached on tho subject, 
“Dayk Sayings Ona Harp.” 
Text: xlix 
Psalm of David, verse 4, “I will open my 
dark sayings on a harp.” 
Tho world is full of the inexplicable, the 
(impassable, tho unfathomable, tho insur­ 
mountable. 
We can not go three steps in 
any direction without coming up against a 
hard wall of mystery, riddles, paradoxes, 
profundities, labyrinths, problems that we 
can not solve, hieroglyphics that we can 
not decipher, anagrams we can not spell 
out, spliixes that will not speak. 
For that 
reason David in my text proposed to take 
up So mo of these somber and dark things 
and try to sot them to music: 
“I will open 
my dark sayings on a harp.” 
So I look off upon society and find peo­ 
ple in unhappy conjunction of circum­ 
stances and they do not know what it 
means and they have a right to ask, "Why 
la this? and Why is that? and I think I 
will be doing a good work by trying to 
explain some of these strange things and 
makft you more content with your lot, and 
I shall only bo answering questions that 
havo often been asked mo or that we have 
all asked ourselves, while I try to set these 
mysteries to music and open my dark say­ 
ings on a harp. 
Interrogation tho first: 
Why does God 
take out of this world those who are use­ 
ful and whom we cannot spare and leave 
alive and in good health so many who are 
only a nuisance or a positive injury to tho 
world? I thought I would begin with tho 
very toughest of all tho seeming inscrut- 
obles, 
Many of the most useful men and 
women die at 80 or 40 years of age, while 
you often find useless people alive at 
*>0 and 70 and 80. 
John Careless wrote 
to Bradford, who was soon to Le put to 
Heath, saying: “Why does God suffer me 
and such other caterpillars to live that can 
(do nothing but consume tho alms of tho 
church and take away so many worthy 
•workmen in the Lord’s vineyard?” Similar 
•questions are often asked. 
Hero are two 
men. 
Tho one is a noble character and a 
Christian man; he chooses for lifetime com­ 
panion one who has boon tenderly reared 
ajld she is worthy of him and he is worthy 
of her; as merchant, or farmer* or profes­ 
sional man, or mechanic, or artist ho toils 
to |edu6ate and Troar his children; he is 
Iruccfoeding, but he has not yet established 
for his family a full competency: ho seems 
absolutely indispensable to that household; 
but on® day before he has paid off tho 
mortgage on his houso he is coming homo 
through a strong northeast wind and a 
chill strikes through him and four days of 
pneumonia end his earthly career, and the 
Wife and children go into a struggle for 
shelter and food. 
His next door neighbor 
is a man who, though strong aud well, lets 
his wife support him; ho is round at tho 
^hocery store or some general loafing place 
in tho evenings while his wife sews; his 
boys are imitating his example and lounge 
and swagger and swear; all tho use that 
man is in that house is to rave l»ecauso tho 
coffee is cold when he comes to a late 
breakfast, or to say cutting things about 
his w ife's looks whon ho furnishes nothing 
for her wardrobe. *The best thing that 
Could happen to that family would bo that 
man’s funeral; but he declines to die; he 
lives on and on. 
So we havo all noticed 
that many of tho useful are early cut off 
while the parasites of society havo great 
vital tenacity. 
I take up this dark saying on my harp 
and give throe or four thrums on the string 
in the way of surmising and hopeful guess. 
Perhaps the useful man was taken out of 
the world, because be and his family were 
so constructed that they could not havo en­ 
dured some great prosperity that might 
have been just ahead and they altogether 
might have gone dowrn in tho vortex of 
worldliness which every year swallows up 
ten thousand households. 
And so he went 
while ho w as humble and consecrated, and 
they were by the severities of life kept 
close to Christ and fitted for usefulness here 
and high seats in heaven, and when they 
meet at last before tho throne they will 
acknowledge that though the furnace was 
hot it purified them and prepared them for 
an eternal career of glory and reward 
for which no 
other 
kind 
of 
life 
could havo fitted them. 
On tho other 
hand, 
tho useless man lived on to 50, 
or HO, or 70 years, because all the ease he 
ever can havo, he must havo in this world, 
ani you ought not, therefore, begrudge 
him his earthly longevity. 
In all the agee 
there has not a single loafer ever entered 
heaven. 
I here is no place there for him to 
hang around. 
Not in tho temple, for they 
are full of the most vigorous, alert, and 
rapturous worship. 
Not on tho river 
bank, for that is the place where the con­ 
querors recline. 
Not at the gates, because 
there are multitudes entering, and we are 
told that at each of tho twelve gates there 
Is an angel, and that celestial guard would 
not allow tho place to bo blocked up with 
idlers. 
If the good and useful go early, 
rejoice for them that tlioy 
havo 
bo 
soon got through with human life, which 
at lest is a struggle. 
And if the useless 
and tho bad stay, rejoice that they may 
bo out in tho world’s fresh airn good many 
years before their final incarceration. 
Interrogation tho second: Why do so 
many good people havo so much trouble, 
sickness, bankruptcy, persecution, tho three 
black vultures sometimes putting their 
fierce beaks into one let of jangled nerves? 
I think now of a good 
friend I once 
had. 
He. was a consecrated Christian man, 
an older in the church, and as polished a 
Christian gentleman as ever walked Broad 
way. 
First his general health gave out and 
ho hobbled around on a cane, an old man 
at 40. 
After a while paralysis struck him. 
Having by poor health been compelled sud­ 
denly to quit business, he lost what propsrty 
he had. 
Then his beautiful daughter died. 
Then a son became hopelessly demented. 
Another son, splendid of mind and com­ 
manding of presence, resolved that he 
would take care of his father’s household, 
but finder tho swoop of yellow fever at 
Fernandina, Fla., be suddenly expired. So 
you kn9w good mon and women who havo 
had ondtlgh troubles, you think, to crush 
fifty 
people. 
No worldly philosopher 
could take snch a trouble and set It to 
music, or play it on violin or flute, or dul 
cimer or sackbut, but I dare to open thai 
dark saying on a gospel harp. 
Iou wonder that very consecrated peopl* 
have trouble? Did you ever know any very 
consecrated man or woman who had net 
hod great trouble? Never. It was through 
their troubles sanctified that they wow 
modo very good. 
If you find anywhere in 
this city a man who has now and always 
Las had perfect health, and never lost t 
child, and has always been popular and 
never had business struggle or misfortune, 
who is distinguished for goodness, null 
your wire for a telegraph meeseng^y-poy 
and send mo word and I will drop every­ 
thing and go right away to look at him. 
There never has been A man like that and 
never will be. 
Who are those arrogant, 
self-conceited creatures who more about 
without sympathy for others, and would 
think more of a S t Bernard dog, or an 
Alderney cow, or a Southdown sheep* 
or 
a 
Berkshire 
pig 
than 
a maw 
They never 
had 
any trouble or tho 
trouble was never sanctified. 
Who are 
those men who listen with moist eye as you 
toll them of suffering, and who havo a 
pathos in their voice and a kindness in their 
manner and an excuso or an alleviation for 
thoso gone astray? They are the men who 
have graduated at the Royal academy of 
trouble and they have tho diploma written 
In wrinkles on their own countenances. My I 
my? What heart aches they had! 
What 
31 tears they have wept! What injustice they 
liavelsuffered! The mightiest influence for 
purification and salvation is trouble, 
No 
diamond fit for a crown until it is cut 
No 
wheat fit for bread till it is ground. There 
are only three things that can break off a 
chain—a hifiimerj a file, or a fire:, and

Bacon’s briery, and Cromwell’s dissolu­ 
tion of Parliament, and the battles of 
Edgehill, and Grantham, and Newberry. 
and Marston Moor, and Naseby, aud Dun­ 
bar, and Sedgmoor. and 
execution of 
Charles the First, and London plague and 
London fire, and London 
insurrection, 
and Ryehouso plot, and the vicissitudes 
of centuries. So tho earth itself, before it 
could become appropriate and beautiful

My 
reply is, Ho had reasons that He has never 
given us. 
He had reasons which ho could 
no more make us understand in our finite 
state than tho father starting out on sonio 
great and elaborate enterprise could make 
the 2-year-old child in its armed chair 
comprehend it. 
Ono was to demonstrate 
what grandeur 
of 
character may bo 
achieved on earth by conquering evil. 
Had there lioen no ovil to conquer and no 
trouble to console, then this universe would 
never have known an Abraham or a Moses 
or a Joshua or an Ezekiel or a John Mil­ 
ton or a John Howard, and a million vic­ 
tories which havo been gained by tho con­ 
secrated spirits of all ages would never 
havo been gained. 
Had thoro boon no 
battle thero would havo been no victory. 
I will not say that I am glad that sin and 
sorrow did enter, bnt I do say that after 
God has given all His reasons to an assem­ 
bled universe Ho will be more honored 
than if sin and sorrow had never entered 
and that tho unfallen celestials w ill Ihj out­ 
done and will put down their trumpets to 
listen, and it will be in heaven w hen thoso 
who have conquered sin aud sorrow shall 
enter as it would bo in a small singing- 
school on earth if Thai berg and Gottschalk 
and Wagner and Beethoven and Schumann 
should all at once enter. 
But before leaving this interrogatory, 
Why God lot sin corno into tho world, let 
me say that great battles seem to bo noth­ 
ing but suffering and outrage at tho tirno 
of their occurrence, yet after ’they have 
been a long while past we can boo that it 
was better for them to havo been fought, 
namoly, Salamis, Inkerman, Toulouse, Ar-

So now thatflthe great 
battles against sin and suffering are going 
on we can see mostly that which is deplor­ 
able. 
But 20,000 years from now, stand­

been projected. 
Interrogation the fourth: Why do I havo 
it so hard, while others have it so easy?

Why must 
wear these plain clothes, while others have 
to push hard to get their wardrobes closo I, 
so crowded are they with brdliant attire? 
Why should I have to work so hard while 
others have 365 holidays every year:' They 
are all practically one question. 
I answer 
them by saying it is because tho Lord has 
his favorites and ho puts extra discipline 
upon you and extra trial because ho bas for 
you extra glory, extra enthronement, and 
extra felicities. 
That Ie ho guess bt rqine, 
but a divine say-so: 
“Whohi tho Lord 
loveth He chastened.** 
“Well,’*

God Is not going to rob heaven, wliichj|is 
to be your residence for 900,'JOO,OOO,000,- 
000,000 of years, to fix up your earthly 
abode, where you may perhaps stay only 
ten years longer, or perhaps only a month 
more.

for,

The captain’s drunken son is the only 
one on hand who can save them, and he 
refuses recognizing in Leverett Olive’s 
accepted lover. At last he wrings a prem­ 
ise from her that she will give him her 
hand if he saves her lover and the crew.

strangely interesting plot. 
Merriam, the lawyer, falls in love with 
Olive aft first sight. 
“J shall Dot be so foolish,” he sa} s, “es 
to attem pt to win her love. I shall sim ply 
m ake it im possible for ber to m arry any­ 
one e lse .” 
Just then Leverett and Smith come to­ 
gether at th3 brink of the cliff.

words are followed by blows. Edward is 
thrown over the rocks.

As Leverett disappears Smith is 
lifted over tie edge of the rock by the 
lawyer.

The signature 
is that of Lewis Cass, and like the first 
document it bears the old seal of the war 
bureau—a stan d ard ^ Hags crowned by a 
rattle snake.
